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GENTLEMEN: 


The past year has been a busy one for your town officers, 
much more than the usual routine work having been a accom- 
plished. 

In the early spring the town was sued for two thousand 
dollars by Samuel A. Meader, who claimed constant damage 
from the leakage. of our reservoir.. After some negotiations 
a settlement was effected by the town making certain repairs, 
and paying Mr. Meader one hundred dollars, in consideration 
of which the suit was withdrawn and an agreement entered 
into which should protect the town from similar suits in 
future. 

In May, petitions were received urging the laying out of 
Sewell Street and a connecting link between the two streets 
running off Bay Street. No opposition whatever being de- 
veloped at the public hearing they were laid out and con- 
structed. | 

Mr. Horn has rebuilt the Twombly Bridge, so called, at 
an expense of nearly $500, all the bills for which were paid 
by him from his regular highway allowance excepting a:bal- 
ance of $89.20, which was authorized by the Selectmen. 
This bridge was an expensive one to maintain in wood, being 
a 20-foot span, and as the abutments were considered unsafe 
it was deemed best to replace it with a new stone structure. ! 

.Mr. Deland, in addition to his regular road work, had a 
special appropriation of $500 for the purpose of draining a 
section of road in the Brewster neighborhood. 1300 feet of 
4-inch drain-tile were laid and the trench filled with small 
rocks and sand, which is confidently expected to make this 
part of South Main Street passable when the frost leaves the 
ground in the spring. Although the cost of this job slightly 
exceeded the appropriation, Mr. Deland claims that the clay 
carted to other parts of his district has benefited those locali- 
ties enough to balance the extra cost. 

Mr. Hobbs has drained the hill on North Main Street and 
blown out the boulders from streets and gutters over his dis- 
trict which will prove a permanent benefit to that portion of 
the roads in future. 

The poor bills have been unavoidably increased, more ap- 
plications for aid having been received by your Overseers 
than in any recent year.

Liberal appropriations make many improvements possible, 
nevertheless, gentlemen, we would recommend a degree of 
conservatism in your appropriations for the present year as 
experience has shown that a high tax rate is burdensome and 
in many instances difficult of collection.

During the year two cases of measles, two of typhoid 


fever, two of diphtheria and four of scarlet feyer have been 


reported to the board, none of which were fatal. | 

IT am of the opinion that the use of antitoxin as a remedy 
for diphtheria is fully established. Since its discovery and 
general use the death rate in ‘* Germany has decreased from 
49 to 2.5. In one immediate district of fifty-four cases not 


a life was lost.” Of the above contagious diseases in this 


town not one of them could be traced to or from any other. 
If the places are properly disinfected, the contagion can be 
stamped out. The science of medicine, the skill in surgery 


and the better knowledge of sanitation are making rapid 
strides to revolutionize the world in the treatment of diseases. 


% Dr. Carl Schletter of Switzerland has successfully 
removed the entire stomach from a woman and she gained 


‘thirteen pounds in a few weeks after the operation. Again 
on February 14, 1898, Dr. Charles B. Brigham of San Fran- 


cisco performed a like operation satisfactory and his patient 
gained in weight six pounds in as many weeks.”
